Temporarily modifies LSA Document #00-74(E), printed at 23 IR 2006, and 312 IAC 18-3-12, which govern the quarantine of
larger pine shoot beetles, to establish Boone, Clinton, Johnson, Parke, Shelby, and Vermillion Counties as quarantined areas.
Effective September 15, 2000.

SECTION 1. In addition to counties referenced in 312 IAC 18-3-12(b) and LSA Document #00-77(E) [sic., LSA Document
#00-74(E)], printed at 23 IR 2006, Boone County, Clinton County, Johnson County, Parke County, Shelby County, and
Vermillion County are declared to be generally infested with larger pine shoot beetles and made subject to quarantine under
312 IAC 18-3-12.
